The decision of the higher court was in sub- 
stance that the Legislature had no constitutional 
right to impose any such obligation upor an elect- 
or, because, if there was any guilt incurred by 
giving aid to the rebellion, the overt acts were 
committed before the statute was passed and the 
law of the L¢ gislature was, therefore, in this case 
an ewpoest facto law, created a new crime, which is 
contrary tothe spirit and letter of the Federal! 
Constitution, and that the statute in question vi- 
Olates the Constitution of the State of New York.
